The apportionment sheet, as amend- 
ed and adopted by the general council, 
estimates a total income during the 
year amounting to $5,249,547.08 and ar- 
ranged for expenses to balance that 
sum.

PREDICTED BY BRYAN 


Nebraskan Says That the 
Country Will Be .“Dry” 
Before He Dies. 


New York, January 28.— William Jen- | 


nings Bryan, speaking today before the 
annual union meeting of the Protestant 
ministers of New York city, held under 
the auspices of the Anti-Salioon league, 


declared: | 

“I expect to see the entire country 
saloonléss before 1 die.” 

Mr. Bryan assailed what he calted 
“the subsidized press of the country,” 
asserting that “an editorial in a New 
York Aewspaper is like getting a whiff 
of a whisky bottle.”

Solicitor John A. Boykin announced 
that investigation would be resumed 
Friday, at which time it is understood 
that several additional hotels will go 
under probe. 

The Wright law which was invoked 
to bring about the indictment of the 
hotel proprietors was introduced by 
Seaborn Wright, of Floyd, and passed 
in the legislature in the summer of 
1917. The law provides for the closing 
of all places where vice may be found 
and penalizes owners of the buildings. 

The solicitor. general is empowered 
under this law to bring injunction pro- 
ceedings on the ground that these 
places are a muisance and to close them 
for one year by court order. a 

It is provided that on the issuance 
of this injunction the proprietors of the 
buildings shall pay the penalty of $300 
and shall be liable to indictment. 

The law also makes further provision 
that all the fixtures and the furniture 
or movable property shall be sold and 
the proceeds go to the county treasury. 

Selicitoer Boykin declined to comment 
on any moves that may be contem- 
plated as to’ the enforcement of vari- 
ous provisions of the Wright law.

He says 
that thoughtful and conscientious men 
Should read the speeches quietly and 
without prejudice and criticizes in an 
astonishingly outspoken fashion Ger- 
many’s attitude toward Austria in the 
conduct of the Russian negotiations. 
Herr Harden virtually accuses Ger- 
many of forcing Austria-Hungary into 
the war and says that peace might 
have been obtained the first week at 
Brest-Litovsk if the Germans had not 
posed as conquerors and had not de- 
manded territory, 

Referring to President Wilson's 
speech, Herr Harden says: 

“Belief is still firm that peace 
possible and that the cleavage  be- 
tween the two fighting groups  ~*no 
longer is so wide’that it can be filled 
only by new heaps of corpses. It will, 
however, widen an unbridgeable gul 
if the people again refuse to acknow!l- 
edge a changed world.” 

He pleads for the sanctity of trea- 
ties, a reduction of armaments; the 
right to self-determination of nations, 
and favors a reconsideration of the 
question of Alsace-Lorraine.

Andania, reported ‘yesterday to have 
been torpedoed but not sunk, went to 
the botton in spite of efforts to get her 
into port, according to information 
reaching the Associated Press today. 

The Andania was torpedoed off the 
Ulster coast on Sunday morning. Press 
dispatches from Belfast gaid it was be- 
lieved no deaths resulted from the ex- 
plosion. 

The Andania, 13,405 tons, was built 
in 1913, and had made many trips be- 
tween British and American ports. 

Dr. J. A. Parker, an official of the 
American branch of the ministry of mu- 
nitions, said preparations were being 
made for boat drill when the torpedo 
struck liner full amidships on the star- 
board side. 

The fifteen passengers rowed an hour 
and a half and managed to rescue sev- 
eral persons, he said, before they were 
taken aboard a patrol vessel. 

“I was on deck at the time the An- 
dania was torpedoed,” he said, “but saw 
neither submasine nor torpedo. I be- 
lieve all the passengers were sdved but 
several stokers were killed by an ex- 
plosion in the engine room.” — 

J. J. Holgate, an Anglo-American 
business man, said: 

“Instructions were given to the pas- 
sengers at breakfast to prepare for boat 
drill at 10 o'clock. We were making 
ready to go to our stations when the 
torpedo struck, and consequently there 
was little confusion Owing to the 
heavy list, however, some of the pas- 
sengers experienced difficulty in*mak- 
ing their way to the stations promptly.

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Movement in Georgia Be- 
gins Organization of Sim- 
ilar Body for Production of 
Wheat. 


By James A. Hollomon. 

Washington, January 28.—(Special.) 
Representative Gordon Lee, of the 
seventh Georgia district, who is the 
father of the “Boys’ Corn club” move- 
ment in Georgia, began today to or- 
ganize a “Boys’ Wheat club” in the 
seventh and expects to @ave no less 
than 3,000 members participating in 
the 1918-19 crop. The idea is not only 
a big one from the boys’ standpoint, 
but is of particular and far-reaching 
interest in that it should add to the 
yield of wheat in Georgia fully a hun- 
dred thousand bushels at a time when 
wheat is such a necessary commodity 
for feeding the soldiers in the expedi- 
tionary forces and in the home camps. 

In the seventh district more than 
4,500 boys have joined the corn clubs 
in the past five years. It is not un- 
reasonable to expect therefore that 
fully 3,000 will at once interest them- 
selves in the “Boys’ Wheat club.” 

Following Representative Lee’s lead 
in this matter it is quite probable that 
other districts will follow and that 
wheat clubs will spring -up all over 
Georgia, to the extent, indeed, that 
Georgia's wheat production will be in- 
creased a million bushels during the 
coming season. 

Demonstrators to Help. 

Farm demonstrators in every county 
will be instructed to aid in organizing 
and giving federal aid in every way 
practicable to boys who shall enter in 
this “wheat club.”

PROMINENT FORSYTH

Ben F. Hill, Jr, Formes State 
Representative, Takes 


Own Life. <« 


Forsyth; Ga., January 28.—(Special.) 
The death of Ben F. Hill, Jr., occurred 
at his home in this city Monday morn- 
ing at 11:30 o’clock, as the result of a 
pistol shot wound inflicted at his own 
hands.

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Representative Bell, of 
Georgia, Introduces Bills 


of 4th Class Postmasters 
and Rural Mail Carriers. 


By James A. Hollomon. 

Washington, January 28.—~(Special.) 
Representative Bél!, of the ninth Geor- 
Sia district, has introduced a bill in 
the house, and'‘is fighting for its pas- 
sage with every hope of success, to 
materially increase the compensation 
of fourth-class postmasters. The bill, 
which is short and to the point, pro- 
vides as follows: 


Feurth-Class Postmasters. 


That ‘rom the date of the passage of this 
bill there shall be allowed each fourth-class 
postmaster in the United States as compen- 
sution for his services the following, name- 
ly: All of the first $100 of cancellation of 
stamps in his office, 60 per centum of the 
second $100 of cancellation of stampa and 50 
per centum of all of the balance in excess 
of $200, and that fourth-class postmasters 
be ‘further allowed such a sum for rents, 
fuel and lights as in the discretion of the 
postmaster general may be just and proper. 


The thousands of fourth-class post- 
masters, not only in Georgia, but all 
over the United States, actually serve 
the governmentin most instances at a 
direct loss. They are allowed nothing 
for rents, lights or elerk hire and are 
n@id on cancellations 
the first $50 a quarter, @O per cent of 
the second and 40 per cent of the bal- 
ance. This bill of Congressman Bell 
will practically doublegthat cqgmpensa- 
tion and by making She postmaster’s 
income 100 per cent of the first $100 
in cancéllation it at least makes it pos- 
sible for postmasters of the larger and 
yet not sufficiently large to be presi- 
-dential offices, to get a compensation 
that wilt in a measure justify the time 
and trouble that must be given to this 
work. 

Inecrcase for Carriers. 

Another bill by Representative Bell 
provides an increase for carriers on 
rural free delivery mail routes. The 
bill is as follows: 

That hereafter carriers on rural free de- 
livery mail routes shall be paid, in addition 
to the compensation now provided by law: 
On routes of 16 miles or less, $120 per an- 


num; on routes of 20 miles and over 18 
miles, $180 per annum; on routes of 22 
miles and over 20 miles, $210 per annum; on 
routes of 24 miles and over 22 miles, $240 
per annum. and on routes over 24 miles, 
$300 pet annum i 

This bill is also expected to pass.

Negro Question, Tenure of 
Bishops and Liberties of 

‘Ministry Some of Problems 
Faced by Unification Com- 
mission.

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Savannah, Ga., January 28,—While 
members of the Methodist Unification 
commission, in session in Savannah, 
speak most guardedly relative to the 
progress of the deliberations, it has be- 
come known that the negro question 
has become one of the knotty problems 
of the work. There is no intimation, 
however, that progress is not being 
made toward a favorable report of the 
commission. — 

Aside from the fact that the south- 
erners Want the negro Methodists in a 
separate and distinct Organization with 
their own bishops, xe dagen dis- 
approve of the missiom—&ry methods of 
the-north®rn church among the negroes 
of the south. An example of an objec- 
tionable feature exists in Savannah in 
a school established for negro pupils 
in which white teachers are employed. 
The money for the building of this in- 
stitution is said to have come from a 
woman philanthropist of the northern 
church ‘who, upon the completion of the 
buildings, turned the institution over to 
the churgh. There is an immutable sen- 
timent im the south against association 
of whfte teachers and negro pupils. 


t,has come from one or more of the 
northern members of the commission, 
however, that such a sentiment has de- 
veloped in the north, and there would 
doubtless be little trouble in composing 
these apparent differences. 

Another question to be adjusted is 
that of the tenure of bishops. This 
question figured in the original split 
of the church. Once a bishop always 
a bishop is the law of the southern 
‘-hurch, while the northern church holds 
that a bishop may be removed.

After awhile, if this sort of thing is per- 
mitted to go on—with the public forced to 
endure such deplorable inadequacy of mail | 
service as is known to exist all over the 
country—the people are going to be mise 
from; and if they find out that a democratic 
congress is not going to take any steps at 
all toward relieving the situation, stranger 
things have happened than that they should 
try their luck with a republican congress. 

And that there would be an investigation 
then, who can doubt? 

Is it wise policy for the democrats of 
congress to contribute to such an aid by 
further indifference and inaction?

TO STOP MOONSHINING. 


The sudden display of activity on the 
part-of federal authorities against the man- 
ufacturers of moonshine whisky in various 
parts of the country, coupled with a bill re- 
cently introduced in congress by William 
Schley Howard to shut the convicted moon- 
shiner from the possibility of either buying 
his way to freedom by payment of a fine or 
getting out of the law’s clutches by serving 
a trifling jail sentence, indicates that 
maker of illicit booze hereafter is likel 
have a hard road to travel. 

Briefly, the measure provides that when 
a defendant is found guilty of “moonshining” 
the minimum sentence the trial judge can 
give him is a year and a day in prison. That 
is for the first offense; the minimum penalty 
for a second offender is five years’ imprison- 
ment. The bill provides for no alternative, 
no fineé—no “fine or imprisonment,” but just 
simple, cold, iren-barred “imprisonment!” 

That@ounds like business! . 

The further fact that the authorities at 
Washington, revenue and military, have or- 
dered a general, wholesale, cleaning up of | 
moonshine stig@and rounding up of mgon- 
shiners, irrespective of whether sheriffs like 
it or not, also sounds like business! 

According to reports reaching administra- 
tion headquarters, moonshining is flourish- 
ing as never before, especially in states re- 
cently made dry by state law, and more

Ht is pointed out that the man who makes 
liquor and smuggles it to soldiers in dry 
states violates at least three state and at 
least three federal laws. . He breaks the state 
laws forbidding the manufacture, possession 
or sale of intoxicating liquors; and the fed- 
eral laws forbidding the transportation of 
liquor in territory that is dry by state 
Statute, that forbidding the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor to a. soldier or sailor of the 
United States government, and also the law 
that forbids the use“ of foodstuffs for 
the manufacture therefrom of. intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 

With all of that law back of them it would 
seem that the authorities..ought to be able 
to make short work of the fllicit whisky 
business; at least to make it so hazardous 
that’ it would cease for sheer lack of men 
willing to assume the risks entailed in fol- 
lowing it. 

\ With the addition of a law like that pro 
posed by Congressman Howard, then with a 
sufficiently numerous corps of enforcement 
officials, every man bent on living squarely 
up to his oath of office, it should require only 
a little while to put the fire out under every 
moonshine whisky stil] in the United States,

Remedy for “Deplorable Lack 


Of Efficiency” in Mail Service 


Editor Constitution: fam writing to 
several representative publishers, in widely- | 
scattered sections of the country, to ascer- 
tain what are thé conditions of the railway’ 
mail.service in their respective sections. | 

| have been making careful investigation 
of conditions in this section and 1 find that’ 
the efficiency of the mail jas de- 
jeriorated alarmingly and that there rf every | 
‘prospect that conditions will get still worse. 
Briefly, I have found as follows: 

l. A deplorable lack of efficiency 
livery of both first-class and 
mail. 

2. The 


service 


in de- | 
second-class 
number of railway mail service 
employees is actually less than four years 
ago, while the volume of mail handled is’ 
from 40 to 100 per cent greater. Great quan- | 
tities of mail are being dumped into our loca! 
postoffices from the trains without being | 
“worked” which frequently results in at’ 
least half a day’s delay in delivery of letters, 
to say nothing of papers. Formerly this; 
mail was “worked” before arriving in the | 
city and the packages went immediately to' 
each carrier without sorting. Unworked | 
mail arriving after noon frequently is not | 
delivered until the following morning. Un- | 
worked mail arrived in the morning is de- 
layed until afternoon. 

‘3. For the sake of economy mail car sery- | 
ice has been discontinued: beyond certain | 
points on many trains and a baggage car | 
service substituted. There are no mail clerks |! 
on baggage cars and théy, therefore, do not | 
pick up additiongl’ .mail.in towns before 
reaching the next Terminal. The result is’ 
that mail matter at these interior towns has | 
to wait until some ‘train comes along which 
carries railway mail cars. This has reduced 
the frequency of mail service, and it seems 
to be a policy of the department.to restrict 
the carrying of mail to not more than two 
trains each way in twenty-four hours, or 
an average of a twelve-hour service regard- 
less of the number of ypoceyer trains which 
may be running. 

4. A considerable number of the most ef- 
ficient men in th@ service have resigned for 
two reasons. First: Because salaries are 
the same as four years ago and in most'| 
cases approximately $75 per month. The | 
cost of living has advanced 50 per cent or} 
more and employees have been unable to 
obtain an increase or even a recommenda- 
tion to congress for an increase. They. can 
earn more money in other employment. Sec- 
ond: Because the number of ¢mployees 
has been reduced and the volume of mail 
has been vastly increased, most men ¢on- 
sider that they are overworked. 

This condition has been vasthy increased 
by the delays in train service, so that it is 
very common for railway mail clerks to 
work from twelve to eighteen hours, con- 
tinuously. So many men have left the servy- 
ice that substitutes are lacking and men who 
are ill or whose families are ill are fre- 
quently compelled to continue work without 
resting or get some other overtworked 
employee to double up for them. There 
is general and widespread  dissat 
tion both with the pay and with the 
hours of service and many more men are 
threatening to resign. 

5. All transfer clerks at terminals have 
been abolished, and I have known of three 
hundred sacks of mail to lie at a station for 
twelve hours without being transferred. 

6. The .postmaster general is pursuing a 
policy of such strict economy that it is now 
very difficult in carrier delivery towns to

ministered every few days.

The forecast fer Monday night was 
snow or rain and colder with a severe 
cold wave Tuesday. The forepart of 
this prediction was not fulfilled, as the 
weather was comfortably warm until 
an early hour this morning, and no one 
will worry much if that part of the 
prediction referring to the cold wave 
proves fallacious.

New Regulation Approved by 
Leading Boxers for All 
Cantomment Fights.

Under the supervision of Dr. Joseph 
Raycroft, of jnceton university, who 
as a member of the commission on

New Exercises. 

Walter Camp, director of naval ath- 
letics, has also compiled a new sys- 
tem of setting-up exercises for use in 
naval training stations.

WHEN FAIR BALL 
HITS THE UMPIRE. 


Have you ever been to a ball game 
and seen the umpire hit by a fairly 
batted baH: Almost everyone who has 
ever attended baseball to any extent 
has witnessed such a happening. Pos- 
sibly it made you feel charitable to- 
ward the umpire if his interference 
with the play prevented an opposing 
fielder from handling the ball How- 
ever, if the failure of the umpire to 
avoid the ball turned what seemed a 
certain triple into an ordinary single, 
I can imagine what you had to say 
about the official's awkwardness and 
stupidity.

The rule governing this play is fair- 
ly specific. It ssates that the bats- 
man becomes a base runner if a fairly 
hit ball strike the person or clothing 
of the umpire on fair ground. As far 
as it goes that is an excellent rule. 
it grants the batsman first base, be- 
eause interference by the umpire un- 
doubtedly changed the course of his 
drive, and perhaps turned what would 
have been at least a single into a 
ehance to retire the batsman if such a 
thing was possible. The rule also plays 
fair with the team in the field.

age margin above cost and that they

able fairly among their patrons. The 
food administration will on notice from 
you direct packers and wholesalers not | 
to sell to any retailer who is proved 
to have violated this instruction. 
“Unless the conditions in your state | 
are peculiar so that the statement, 
would not be justified you should in- | 
form the public that there will be lit- 
tle if any increase tn the prices of 
live stock or the co@gt of producing 
meats during the ae ie ae and that 
any material@advance the prices of 
meats is thenefore unreasonable.”

There was a general and heavy fall 
ef snow today from the middle west 
to New York, and it extended tonight 
into New England. In the middle west 
sleetstorms interfered with .traffic, 
while in some sections.rain fell, Added 
to the concern of railroad administra- 
tion officials was the fear of floods 
which would follow a sudden thaw. In 
parts of West Virginia today railroad 
authorities reported streams swollen 
with melting snow were threatening 
interruption of coal transportation. 

Unofficial reports received today in- 
dicated that the production of bitumi- 
nous coal last week was more than 40 
per cent below normal, largely because 

of the car shortage. ‘The stoppage of 
traffic by today’s storms will result in 
a decreased supply of empties to the 
mines. 

Many coal trains were tied up in the 
snow today, while the continued co]jd 
weather was expected to make in- 
creasingly difficult the eunloading of 
coal cars.

investigation by Senator Chamberlain's 
committee. It is a striking tribute to 
the necessity for and the good results 
of that investigation. 


Investigation Non-Partisan. 


“The investigation has been wholly 
non-partisan. It has been conducted 
with an eye single to the needs of the 
army and of our cbuntry. Senator 
Chamberlain ig a denrocrat, just as 
Secretary Baker is a democrat. The 
committee has fearlessly exposed very 
Srave abuses and shottcomings and 
has taken constructive action to reme- 
dy them. Secretary B r’s testimony 
Shows that to use tS® language of 
Senator Chainberlain the president has 
been misled as to the fac His state- 
ment as to the satisfactory conditions 
of things in the camps dre not in ac- 
cord with facts. It is of course ex-
